Heavy costes of administration of 
secondary school education in On- 
ltrlo was the subject of the address 
ot Mr. Cecil Bethune, of Ottawa, 
at the Urban Trustees’ Convention 
at Hotel Quinte, He showed that 
in 1901 the attendance was about 
six pupils for 1,000 population 
while in 1922 it wae about 124-4 
pupils. The costa per pupil in ae- 
ademic and technical schools com< 
bined increased from a little over 
fifty-five dolars per pupil to $186 
per pupil. in the-eame period. The 
Department of Labor states ihat 
the dollar of 1901 is worth 48 cents 
today so that the 1901 cost per 
pupil figured in todays coste would 
be $119.56. So said Mr. Bethune, 
between 1901 and 1922 even tak- 
ing the value of the dollar into 
consideration, thete was not only 
a very large increase in attendance 
per thousand of population but «a 
large increase in the coat per pupil. 
After 1922 the Increase went up at 
a rapid rate.——Ontario

It 
tends to limit the loss of moisture 
‘from excessive evaporation éaused by 
high winds, prevents the loss of fruit

Wind- 
breaks are especially necessary in 
Western Canada, where native White 
Spruce is a good tree to use for ‘the 
purpose. For shelter purposes the 
trees are planted from eight to ten 
fect apart. Norway Spruce is a good 
vatiety to use in Eastern Canada. The 
bulletin, which may be obtained free 
from the Publications Branch of the 
Dept. of Agriculture, mentions other 
trees which may be used as wind- 
breaks, and gives detailed instructions 
for the establishing of these shelters.
